ANOTHER HORROR 



Frank Greigston Instantly Kill 
ed by the Maysville 



HIS FACE HORRIRLX CRVSHED. 



Anotier horrible accident occurred 
the C. and O Railroad last evening in the 
West End of the city. 

Frank Greigston, who resides on West 
Second street, was struck by the Mays 
ville Accommodation, which reaches this 
city at 7 50 p. n . and was instantly 
killed. 

Greigston had been drinking during the 
day, quarreling with his family and mak- 
ing things generally disagreeable to those 
around him. 

About the time the above-mentioned 
train was due here last evening he was 
on tbe railroad, but no particular at- 
tention was paid to him. 

After the train sounded its accustomed 
whistle below tbe city limits, Greigston 
was on the track walking down the road. 
His bead was bung down as though in 
deep study, a manner he usually assumed 
n drinking, and when the train ap- 
proached he looked up. saw It and con- 
tinued his walk. 

The train was in charge of Conductor 
Smith and Engineer Demaicus, and walk- 
ing as Greigston was— on the extreme 
right between the rails— he was not seen 
by tbe Engineer in time to save his life. 

Greigston made no effort to jump from 
his dangerous position, and tbe engine 
struck him with full force, knocking him 
about fifty feet. 

The accident happened in front of the 
home of Mr. John Tolle, whose wife saw 
the actions of the unfortunate man be- 
fore the train was on him. 
Mr. Tolle at MM went to the place 
here the body lay. 

The Coroner was notithd, and after an 
examination of the injuries it was found 
that tbe left arm and ankle were broken, 
,nd the face horribly crushed. Hit right 
hip was alto badly bruited. 

Tbe remains were taken in charge by 
Undertaker Coughlin, who removed them 
to bis late home 

It it thought by some that Greigston 
purposely placed hiratelf in the way of 
(he train, taking that means of ending 
hit life. 

He leavet a family contitting of a wife 
and two tons, one of the latter being em- 
ployed at the Maytville Cotton Millt.

The representatives the leaf grow- 
ers immediately began a contention 
for the restoration of the house rate, 
which was resisted by the smaller 
manufacturers, particularly o: the 
v^stern states. The finance commit- 
tee yielded to the growers to the ex- 
tent of advancing the rate to SI. 73. 
The caucus decided without division 
to stand by the compromise rate of 
$1.75.

Washington, June 25.-The gist of 
the protest of Japan to Hawaiian an- 
nexation, which was read to the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations, is 
as follows: 

The acquisition of Hawaii by an- 
nexation to the United States would 
deprive the resident Japanese in the 
islands of rights to which they are at 
present entitled under the present 
treaty with Hawaii. At present there 
are 25,000 Japanese in tbe islands, 
with large property rights, and un- 
der the present conditions they are 
entitled to become citizens of 
Hawaii. In case of annexation these 
Japanese could not become citizens of 
the United States as the decisious of 
the United States circuit courts are to 
the effect that no Asiatic can become 
a citizen of the United States. By an- 
nexation the Japanese now resident in 
Hawaii would be subject to any meas- 
ures that might be adopted by the 
("niteii states. They would lose their 
right to become citizens and the large 
interests owned by Japanese citizens 
in the islands would be greatly jeop- 
ardized; therefore the Japanese gov- 
ernment must firmly protest against 
the proposed annexation.

Nasiivillk, Tenn., June 25.— The 
parade Oi the United Comederate Vet- 
erans Tuui-aJay. in whicu more than 
ten thousand veterans took part, was 
the largest in the hietory of the organ- 
ization and one of the greatest ever 
seen in this c ty. The regular and 
special truins arriving in the morning 
brought thousands of people from 
cities aud towns in Tennessee and 
other states, and thousands more 
cume to the city in wagons and on 
horseback from points iu the country 
around Nashville. The streets were 
densely crowded, and every available 
place from which a view of the proces- 
sion could be obtained was occupied 
long before the order lb march was

As I have observed and listened to the 
words passing from lip to lip among the 
members of tbe commercial clubs 
gathered here. I discover two particular 
themes which have a first place in the 
thoughts of all. These two themes are 
the Tariff and the public finances. Upon 
the settlement of these two questions, 
enterprise waits and industry languishes. 
Over fifty times I have been asked 
When will the Tariff discussion end and 
tbe measures proposed receive the final 

Over fifty times more I have been asked, 
•Have tbe financial reforms, for which 
the people struggled in November last, 
been forgotten?" 

Now, it is not to be wondered at that 
you who have so long borne tbe burden 
of anxiety and fear, who have so long 
wailed and watched for the restoration 
uf conditions upon which some secure 
estimate of to morrow can be made, 
should grow nervous and impatient over 
every act or word which seems to suggest 
doubt or delay in the establishment of 
such conditions. 

I have thought tLat on lui* OCtWttW I 
ccu'.d dw no better service than to give 
you needed reassurance and hope. As to 
the great fabric now before Congress, 
known as tbe Tariff Bill, I have nothing 
to say in detail . I want to bear testimony, 
however, to the zeal and good faith of 
those, in both bouses, who have that 
measure in charge. They are fuily con- 
scious of their great responsibilities and 
are working faithfully to discharge them. 

UN.ICbT OUSTRf CTION8 NOT EXPECTED. 

Nor do I think that tbe opponents of 
these measures are likely to oppose with 
willful and unjust obstructions the course 
of legislation Protest there will bt, 
more or less fencing for position must be 
expected, but having now come into 
contact with many of the Representatives 
Of the people in both houses of Congress, 
I deem it my duty to bear witness, so far

I am glad that they 
may be words of assurance If any of 
you harbor the suspicion that the Admin 
istration, but just now installed into tbe 
responsibilities of high office, has for- 
gotten, or is likely to forget, the mandate 
of the people, whose voice in behalf of 
honest money and sound finances rang 
out loud and clear in November last, put 
that suspicion aside. It is uuju.t and 
unfounded.
